The Ad Interim Committee con- 
vened on August 24, 1955 in the La- 
Salle Hotel, Chicago. All members of 
the Committee were present; also, Dr. 
James C. Donelan, chairman, Public 
Policy Committee; Dr. Herman R. 
Wenger, vice-chairman; and Dr. Rob- 
ert L. Kreiner, chairman, Prosthetic 
Dental Service Committee. 

After thorough consideration of the 
future policy regarding the Dental 
Practice Act, motion carried that any 
action be postponed until the decision 
of the Supreme Court be handed down 
regarding the Chicago lawsuit. 

The status of Blue Shield Enabling 
Act Bill was next considered, and it was 
suggested that a joint meeting with 
the Blue Shield authorities, officers of 
the Illinois State Medical and Illinois 
State Dental societies, and Dr. Gerard 
J. Casey be arranged. The Secretary 
was authorized to inform the present 
Blue Shield Committee that they would 
be reappointed for 1956 in order to 
complete the Blue Shield matter. 

The next subject taken up was den- 
tist-laboratory relations regarding ac- 
creditation and other laboratory mat- 
ters. Dr. Kreiner presented a report on 
the status of accreditation and stated 
that in his estimation accreditation 
was not possible until the Laboratory 
Association would agree that all ethi- 
cal laboratories be included in the 


plan. Dr. Kreiner also stated that the 
Prosthetic Dental Service Committee 
of the Chicago Dental Society in com- 
mittee meeting on Tuesday, August 23, 
passed a resolution recommending that 
the Chicago Dental Society Board of 


Directors recognize the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association as the or- 
ganization to contact in the interest 
of the entire ethical laboratory craft in 
Illinois. 

The Ad Interim Committee ex- 
pressed their appreciation of the work 
accomplished by Chairman Kreiner and 
requested he continue to explore the 
possibilities of cohesion within the 
craft. 

Motion carried that all expenses 
chargeable to H.B. 1118 be placed in a 
separate budget. 

Motion carried that the president- 
elect be given the duty of chairman of 
public relations between component 
societies and the Executive Council of 
the Illinois State Dental Society, effec- 
tive January 1, 1956. 

Motion carried approving a budget 
for the president-elect. 

Motion carried authorizing the secre- 
tary to prepare plans and estimate costs 
of additional space for the secretary’s 
office, to be submitted to the Ad Inter- 
im Committee at an early date. 

Motion carried that the program 
for the 1956 Annual Meeting be further 
developed and a report returned to the 
Ad Interim Committee for final ap- 
proval. 

Motion carried approving an appro- 
priation of $100.00 for the chairman of 
the Infraction of Laws Committee to 
explore and recommend plans and ac- 
tion in law enforcement. 

The matter of a cocktail party at the 
A.D.A. meeting was thoroughly dis- 
cussed. Motion carried that a ‘tea be 
held on Sunday, October 16, and that

it be publicized in the September issue 
of the JOURNAL, contingent upon the 
ability to obtain a room in the Mark 
Hopkins Hotel. 


The resignation of Dr. F. Wayne 
Graham, Jr. as a member of the Dental 
Examining Committee was read. It 
was suggested that the secretary offer 
the Society’s assistance in recommend- 
ing names for this vacancy by contact- 
ing the director of the Department of 
Registration and Education in Spring- 
field. 


Motion carried that the chairman of 
the Federal Dental Services Commit- 
tee and the secretary be authorized to 
attend the Veterans Forum at Indian- 
apolis, Indiana, September 27, 1955; 
expenses to be paid by the Society. 

Motion carried that a representative 
be sent to the Michigan Centennial in 
1956, the representative to be named 
at a later date. 

Motion carried that the secretary be 
authorized to investigate the possibility 
of including employees in the Group 
Accident and Health Hospitalization 
Plans of the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety. 

The meeting recessed at 12:15 p.m. 


The meeting reconvened at 1:30 
p-m., with all members of the Commit- 
tee present, and in addition the fol- 
lowing guests: Drs. James C. Donelan, 
Herman R. Wenger, Robert L. Krein- 
er, G. W. Solfronk, Walter E. Dundon, 
S. R. Kleiman, Louis J. Pavlicek, and 
Joseph T. Brophy; Mr. Karl Richard- 
son and Mr. Edgar T. Stephens. 

The meeting was called for the pur- 
pose of reviewing the results of and 
lessons learned from the recent H. B. 
1118 fight, and the method of future 
legislative procedure and activity re- 
garding the Dental Practice Act, prior 
to the Supreme Court decision. 
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Dr. Kleiman offered the following 
suggestions: 


1. That the Society prepare for fur- 
ther activity on the situation as referred 
to in H. B. 1118 and not wait until the 
condition becomes acute. He also stated 
that the illegal group will, without 
doubt, bring out legislation in 1956. 

2. That a six man commission be ap- 
pointed to function immediately. 

3. That an undercover man be ap- 
pointed to work with organized dentist- 
ry in regard to illegal dental opera- 
tions. 

4. That the Society work to the end 
of electing a dental member to the leg- 
islature. 

5. That direct liaison between the II- 
linois State Dental Society and the In- 
terprofessional Committee of the Chi- 
cago Dental Society should be main- 
tained. 


Dr. Donelan stated that the most 
powerful weapon the Society has in the 
legislature is personal contact. Dr. Sol- 
fronk stated that in his estimation per- 
sonal contact and support of the news- 
papers in informing the public were 
matters of utmost importance. Dr. Pol- 
lock stated that in his estimation the 
use of the present Public Policy and 
Prosthetic Dental Service committees 
was advisable rather than appointing a 
new commission. Dr. Wenger stated 
that, added to the above suggestions, he 
felt thorough arousing of the member- 
ship, as evidenced in the fight on H. B. 
1118, was of prime importance. Mr. 
Richardson stated that the illegal lab- 
oratory organization believes money 
talks, and they will be in a position to 
have all the money they need in 1957. 

Dr. Pavlicek stated that in his esti- 
mation aroused public opinion was a 
great asset in beating H. B. 1118. Dr. 
Kreiner stated that the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association gave unlimited 
support, particularly by personal con- 
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tact and innumerable telegrams to their 
membership. Mr. Stephens stated it 
was anticipated that the Supreme 
Court would hand down its decision as 
to the Chicago lawsuit in January; and 
also suggested that immediately after 
the Supreme Court decision, action 


should be instituted in working on the 
necessary changes in order to improve 
the existing Dental Practice Act. 
The meeting adjourned at 5:00 p.m.

The Secretary asked for recommenda- 
tions of names to be sent to the Illinois 
Department of Registration and Edu- 
cation to fill a vacancy on the Illinois 
Board of Dental Examiners. This: mat- 
ter was referred to the new Council. 

The Secretary read letters from the 
Winnebago Component and Rockford 
hotels in regard to holding the 1958 
Annual Meeting in Rockford, Illinois. 
Motion carried that this matter be re- 
ferred to the new Council. 

The secretary’s recommendation that 
a definite amount of the $5.00 raise in 
dues be earmarked for law enforcement 
was incorporated into the proposed 
budget and was accepted with the bud- 


get. It was decided that $3.00 of each 
$5.00 was to be earmarked for law en- 
forcement. 

The secretary’s recommendation to 
hold a one day meeting for the com- 
ponent officers and editors at some 
time other than during the annual 
meeting was discussed, and it was de- 
cided to withhold decision for further 
discussion of the matter at the May 
meeting of the Council. 

The secretary’s request for a definite 
policy for division of law enforcement 
funds among Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety components was referred to the 
new Council. 

It was suggested by Dr. Gronner that 
the Budget Committee meet and pre- 
sent to the Council each May, a tenta- 
tive budget for the coming year which 
would be acted upon the following 
January. This suggestion was referred 
to the new Council. 

Motion carried to accept the steno- 
graphic report, as approved by the 
president and secretary, as official 
minutes of the final session of the 
Executive Council for the year 1955, to 
be published in the March issue of the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. 

President Zwisler presented certifi- 
cates of service to the retiring officers 
and councilmen. He then made a few 
closing remarks and presented his rec- 
ommendations (I.D.J., February 1956, 
page 87-88). The Council saluted the 
President with a standing round of 
applause. 

President Zwisler’s recommendations 
were referred to the new Council. 

The new councilmen and officers 
for 1956 were installed by Dr. Zwisler. 
Dr. Starshak presented a certificate of 
service to the retiring President. 

There being no further business, the 
1955 Executive Council adjourned, 
sine die, at 5:00 p.m.

SECRETARY'S REPORT 


‘The membership resume shows a 
gain of 30 members over 1954. The 
membership, as of December 31, is 5176 
— with 654 of the number paying no 
state dues. As of January | we have 31 
new life members and 64 fellow mem- 
bers. There are eighteen fifty-year mem- 
bers to be honored in 1956, divided 
among six components. 

There are eight members receiving 
financial assistance and one applica- 
tion pending; all are from the Chicago 
area. 

After my mid-year report, the secre- 
tary’s office was confronted with major 
activity as the result of H.B. 1118 being 
presented to the Legislature. Tele- 
phone calls, telegrams, and letters in 
great numbers were sent out, alerting 
the members to the serious situation 
confronting organized dentistry. It was 
indeed gratifying to receive the all-out 
assistance of every component, indi- 
vidual members, and the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association in this fight. 

A complete reorganization of our 
State Liaison Committee will be under- 
taken immediately after the next legis- 
lative elections. It is urgently requested 
that any member who can claim friend- 
ship with a newly elected legislator con- 
tact the secretary’s office, offering as- 
sistance as a contact man. 

The Secretary, accompanied by Dr. 
Wm. A. Tolar, chairman of the Federal 
Dental Services Committee, attended 
the Veterans Forum Meeting held in 
Indianapolis on September 27, 1955, 
under the sponsorship of the Indiana 
State Dental Society and the State 
Medical Association. Representatives 
from nine states, including the Veterans 
Administration, Public Health, Dental 
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and Medical societies were present. 

Throughout the year a number of 
Study Club district meetings were at- 
tended and in all cases they were large 
and considered very successful. 

The Illinois delegation was 100% in 
attendance at all meetings of the 
A.D.A. House of Delegates, and very 
active participation by all delegates was 
evidenced. The Illinois resolution on 
voluntary coverage under O.A.S.I. was 
passed. The Illinois resolution on na- 
tional children’s dental health day was 
disapproved by the Reference Commit- 
tee. However, the Reference Committee 
recommended that the Bureau of Pub- 
lic Relations of the A.D.A. conduct a 
survey of state societies, requesting in- 
formation as to their wishes for a more 
acceptable date. To date this survey has 
not been made. 

At the request of the Chicago Dental 
Society, the Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety forwarded a letter to the general 
secretary of the American Dental As- 
sociation concurring in the request for 
financial assistance in combating the 
illegal .practice of dentistry by certain 
laboratories in Illinois. A group of 
State and Chicago dental society offi- 
cers were invited to appear before the 
A.D.A. Board of Trustees on October 
18, 1955, in San Francisco, to state their 
reasons for requesting such assistance. 
The following quotation states the ac- 
tion of the Board of Trustees: 


Report of Committee C 
(A.D.A. Board of Trustees) 


“Request of Illinois State Dental So- 
ciety and Chicago Dental Society for 
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Aid in Combating Illegal Dental Prac- 
tice: 


“The Committee reported that it 
had reviewed the joint request of the 
Illinois State Dental Society and the 
Chicago Dental Society for financial 
assistance in combating illegal dental 
practice in Illinois. The Committee ex- 
pressed the view that if financial as- 
sistance were extended to these  so- 
cieties, a precedent would be created 
that might produce a financial situa- 
tion for the Association which could 
upset its long term plans for service to 
the entire membership. The following 
resolutions were adopted: 


100-1955-B. Resolved, that the re- 
quest of the Illinois State Dental 
Society and the Chicago Dental 
Society for funds in support of 
their program against illegal ac- 
tivities be disapproved. 

101-1955-B. Resolved, that represen- 
tatives of the Illinois State Dental 
Society and of the Chicago Dental 
Society be invited to appear before 
the Board of Trustees for a brief 
conference, if such conference is 
desired. 


“A delegation from the two societies 
appeared before the Board of Trustees 
at the meeting on October 18. The 
delegation included Drs. John A. Zwis- 
ler, president; Thomas C. Starshak, in- 
coming president; C. F. Isenberger, in- 
coming president-elect; and Robert J. 
Pollock, treasurer — Illinois State 
Dental Society; Drs. Gustave Solfronk, 
president; Walter A. Dundon, secre- 
tary; and Edward Luebke, president- 
elect — Chicago Dental Society. 


“After a comprehensive discussion of 
the problem faced by the two societies, 
the delegation withdrew and it was 
voted that action be postponed until 
the March 1956 session of the Board of 


Trustees so that the two societies might 
submit further statements of their plans 
and programs.” 


By authority of the Ad Interim Com- 
mittee the Secretary investigated the 
possibility of obtaining much needed 
additional office space for the secre- 
tary’s office. After considerable study, 
numerous conferences with the man- 
ager of the Jefferson Building, and with 
the valuable assistance of the secr®- 
tary’s staff, available space was found 
and is being held temporarily for con- 
sideration by the Executive Council. 
The arrangement, as planned, will pro- 
vide ample space for private offices; 
storage, work, and conference space. 

Several requests for financial assist- 
ance in court action against illegal 
laboratories, in addition to the Chicago 
Dental Society request, have been re- 
ceived. It is requested that a definite 
policy be established by the Executive 
Council in order that these other com- 
ponents may receive assistance. Two 
downstate components have levied spe- 
cial assessments to finance these cases, 
and it has come to my attention that 
some of the members of these com- 
ponents are unhappy with a special 
assessment; they feel the increase in 
State dues as voted last May should be 
used for this purpose. It has been sug- 
gested that a definite amount of the 
$5.00 raise in dues be earmarked for 
law enforcement purposes. 

It is our supposition that the Su- 
preme Court decision for the Chicago 
Dental Society suit against illegal la- 
boratories will be handed down during 
the March term. 

Due to the very full program of the 
annual meeting of the State Society, 
the breakfast or dinner meetings of the 
component society officers and editors, 
as previously held, have always been 
brief meetings, with addresses neces- 
sarily hurried in the interest of time. 
This matter was discussed informally 
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at the last Ad Interim Committee meet- 
ing, with the suggestion that an 
opinion be requested from the Execu- 
tive Council as to the advisability of 
holding a one day meeting at some time 
other than during the annual meeting. 
The Local Arrangements Chairman, 
Program Chairman, and Clinic Chair- 
man have plans practically completed 
for the 1956 Annual Meeting to be held 
in Springfield. A new approach to both 
the scientific and clinic programs has 
been planned, with the meeting offi- 
cially opening on Monday, May 14, and 
closing Wednesday afternoon, May 16, 
following the Business Session. 
Considerable correspondence has 
been carried on with the Winnebago 
Component regarding an annual meet- 
ing in Rockford in 1958. Due to a 
change in management and attitude of 
the Hotel Faust and evidence of cooper- 
ation from the Lafayette and Nelson 
Hotels and the Rockford Chamber of 
Commerce, it now seems that Rockford 
will be able to entertain an Illinois 
State Dental Society Annual Meeting. 


EDITOR'S 


In 1955 the ILLiNoIs DENTAL JouR- 
NAL published twelve issues with a total 
of 848 pages. About 30 per cent of these 
pages was advertising matter, an ac- 
ceptable ratio for a state journal; the 
remainder was divided between scien- 
tific papers, reports of meetings, an- 
nouncements, official business, edi- 
torials, and current news. 

In the past years the page size of the 
JourNAL was 714” by 1014”; for 1955 
this was cut to 674” by 1014”. The main 
reason fer the change was to save on 
paper cost. The actual printed page 
size of the JOURNAL remained the same 
as only the margins were reduced. Our 
printed page size is the one recom- 
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Dr. F. Wayne Graham resigned Au- 
gust | as a member of the Illinois State 
Dental Examining Committee. Judge 
Vera Binks, Director of Registration 
and Education, has requested a list of 
four or five members of the Illinois 
State Dental Society who are recom- 
mended for consideration as a replace- 
ment for Dr. Graham. Since this va- 
cancy occurs in the northern area of 
downstate, according the geographical 
placement of the members on the Com- 
mittee, the nomination should be from 
this particular area. 

The membership resume, which was 
mailed to you last week, and the audi- 
tor’s report, which is before you, are 
both self-explanatory. 

In closing this report, I wish to ex- 
press my thanks to the officers and 
staffs of the secretary’s office and the 
JouRNAL office, and to all of the other 
members who have so generously given 
their help in carrying on the affairs of 
the Society during the past year.

REPORT 


mended by the American Association of 
Dental Editors and the Council on 
Journalism of the American Dental As- 
sociation; this is the size that the As- 
sociation would like to make standard 
for all state and regional journals; the 
reason is to facilitate preparation of 
copy for advertisers who use a number 
of these magazines. 

Since last February the cover has 
been changed from the gray, that was 
almost our trademark, to production 
gloss, a white cover stock used by many 
professional magazines. This stock 
takes ink better than our old style and 
thus gives a better reproduction, espe- 
cially for the advertiser; it also makes 
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possible a wider range and better use 
of colors on our cover. 

Another change was the publication 
of the Transactions of the May meeting 
in the September rather than the Feb- 
ruary issue as previously. We had hoped 
to use them in July, but the change was 
necessitated by State Society activity in 
fighting House Bill 1118, the so-called 
Denturist Bill. Action on H.B. 1118 
and on other illegal laboratory opera- 
tions was one of the things that kept 
our staff working overtime occasionally 
last year; a number of times the Jour- 
NAL was torn down and reworked to 
accomodate last minute information on 
these subjects. 

The December issue contained most 
of the testimony and information about 
a court decision on the appeal of an 
illegal laboratory operator in Joliet. 
We feel that this is good information 
to pass on to our members; it shows 
that our Society is working hard against 
these racketeers, contrary to the opin- 
ion of some, and it points up the real 
difficulty of finishing off a legal action 
against a known illegal operator. 

This year the JouRNAL celebrated its 
golden anniversary with appropriate 
ceremonies at the annual banquet in 
May in Peoria; we also published a spe- 
cial Anniversary Issue at that time. 
Everyone who was asked to cooperate 
on this venture did so — former edi- 
tors, our officers, the secretary’s office, 
the laboratory association, the dental 
trades, the dental schools, and adver- 
tisers. The result, we think, was a very 
nice journal, fine enough to keep as an 
historical piece. Of particular interest 
was the appearance of most of the liv- 
ing, former editors at the president’s 
banquet in May. 

In March a special issue was printed 
for the benefit of senior students and 
recent graduates; it gave all pertinent 
information about the Illinois State 
Dental Society and some pointers on 
beginning a dental practice. This issue 





was given to the senior classes of the 
three Chicago dental schools and two 
in Missouri. The type on this subject 
was held and used to publish a booklet 
for distribution by Dr. Opdahl’s Com- 
mittee in 1956. 

The January issue was the Annual 
Book Review Issue. This has become 
one of our important features and re- 
ceived much favorable comment; it is 
also the only issue of its kind among 
dental journals. The 1955 edition was 
the largest (in number of reviews) in 
the JouRNAL’s history. 

On June 13 and 14, 1955, the editor 
and editorial assistant attended the 
annual convention of the American As- 
sociation of Dental Editors and Coun- 
cil on Dental Journalism, held at Aller- 
ton Park, Illinois. Our editorial assist- 
ant, Miss Ackermann, gave a paper 
before this group, “Editorial Office 
Procedure for a State Publication”; 
other speakers were from the University 
of Illinois College of Journalism, the 
A.D.A., and from the sponsoring or- 
ganizations. The entire meeting was a 
very fine one. 

At the request of the Chicago Dental 
Society, the editor of the ILLINoIs DEN- 
TAL JOURNAL met with a special com- 
mittee of the Chicago society, Dr. Olin 
B. Kibler, chairman; Editor Elmer 
Ebert was also present. The meeting 
was called on November 9 to discuss 
the possibility of uniting the Fortnight- 
ly Review of the Chicago Dental Society 
and the ILLINoIs DENTAL JOURNAL for 
economy purposes. This idea had been 
explored fruitlessly a number of years 
ago and the November 9 meeting was 
no more successful. After discussing all 
possibilities, it was deemed inadvisable 
to attempt such a merger at this time. 

In the past several years it has be- 
come most difficult to secure written 
scientific papers from essayists appear- 
ing before our Society. For several rea- 
sons we wish that there was some way 
to correct this situation. After reading 
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some of the verbatim stenographic re- 
ports of talks that were “given” but not 
“read,” we feel the material of many 
essayists would be greatly improved if 
it was written first and then read at the 
meeting. This would also make it pos- 
sible for the JOURNAL to give all of this 
material to all of the members of the 
State Society rather than to just those 
who were present at the meeting. 

For emphasis, in a paragraph by it- 
self, we would like to say thanks to the 
component society editors; they have 
done a remarkable job of reporting all 
of the doings of their various groups 
in the far-flung corners of the state. 
This feature has always been and will 
continue to be one of the important 
parts of the JOURNAL. 

We have continued a series of ‘‘Den- 
tist-Laboratory Chats” and hope to 
print more of them in the coming year. 
This series has helped both the dentist 
and the laboratory craft to understand 





the varied and mutual difficulties of 
both; it has brought both groups to- 
gether closer than ever before. 

The editorial staff considers that the 
JournaL has had a most successful year 
in performing its function for the State 
Society. As usual the office of the state 
secretary has been most helpful and we 
wish to thank Dr. Paul Clopper, Miss 
Sadie Alloway, and Miss Joanne Caron. 
President John Zwisler and all the oth- 
er officers and committee chairmen 
have also given us valuable assistance 
for which we are grateful. 


This report is now ended with a sin- 
cere thank you to all who have helped 
in the production of twelve 1955 ILt- 
NOIS DENTAL JOURNALS, a special word 
of thanks going to Miss Joan Acker- 
mann, editorial assistant. We face 1956 
with extreme optimism and hope that 
it will be easier, but as good as 1955.

Committee Reports 


COUNCIL ON DENTAL HEALTH 


A breakfast sponsored by the Coun- 
cil on Dental Health was held during 
our annual meeting on May 10 at 
8:00 a.m. in the Carrousel Room of the 
Pere Marquette Hotel. 

Dr. Fred Wertheimer, Secretary of 
the Michigan State Dental Society and 
Chief of the Public Health Dentistry 
Section, State of Michigan, Division of 
Local Health Administration, spoke on 
“The Community-Patient of the Dental 
Society.” Forty-two members attended 
this breakfast. 

A joint meeting of members of the 
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Council on Dental Health and the staff 
of the Dental Division of the Illinois 
Department of Health was held in 
Springfield on July 28. During this 
meeting a dental health TV education- 
al program was discussed, and plans 
made to hold this meeting with the 
PTA of Fairfield, Illinois, on Septem- 
ber 19. The program consisted of: 

Opening remarks by Dr. Clifton B. 
Clarno, chairman, Council on Dental 
Health. 

Dr. Orvis S. Hoag, Deputy Director 
of the Dental Division of the Illinois 
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Department of Public Health spoke on 
“Dental Problems of Wayne County.” 

Dr. Clyde Stroup of Fairfield con- 
ducted a dental clinic which was tele- 
vised from the Peoria County Health 
Department’s mobile dental unit. This 
clinic consisted of operative dentistry 
and examining mouths of children with 
unusual dental problems. 

Mr. Perry J. Sandell, Director of the 
Bureau of Dental Health Education of 
the American Dental Association, spoke 
on “Dental Health — Why a Problem.” 

A letter was mailed to 100 members 
of the Society who practice within fifty 
miles of Fairfield; it announced this 
meeting and requested, if possible, 
their presence. In attendance were ap- 
proximately 350 members of the PTA 
and ten members of the Dental Society. 

This being a pilot study, the Council 
was very well pleased with the attend- 
ance and interest shown, although the 
reception televised from the mobile 


dental unit to four television.sets in the - 


Fairfield High School Gymnasium was 
not as much in detail as desired. 

The success of this meeting was made 
possible through the cooperation of the 
American Dental Association, the Den- 
tal Division of the Illinois Department 





of Public Health, and the Peoria Coun- 
ty Health Department. 

The association of members of coun- 
ty and multiple-county boards of health 
held their annual meeting at the Le- 
land Hotel in Springfield on Septem- 
ber 12th, which I attended, and was 
elected president-elect for the fiscal 
year 1955-56. It is my hope through my 
activity in this organization to encour- 
age and promote more dental health 
programs throughout the state. 

Representing the: FHinois State Den- 
tal Society, I attended a meeting of 
the State-wide School Health Commit- 
tee in the office of Vernon L. Nickell, 
Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
on December 14. This was an organi- 
zational meeting to help improve 
health programs in the schools of the 
state. The membership consists of rep- 
resentatives of the medical and dental 
societies, PTA, school administrators, 
and the Department of Public Health. 

The Department of Public Health, 
through the Dental Division, has for 
the present decided to discontinue pro- 
viding funds for postgraduate courses 
in children’s dentistry.

FEDERAL DENTAL SERVICES COMMITTEE 


There were no meetings or confer- 
ences held by this Committee during 
this year, because we did not have any 
problems that particularly affected the 
State of Illinois. 

As chairman of this Committee, I 
attended the Veterans Forum at the 
Marrott Hotel in Indianapolis, Indi- 
ana, on Tuesday, September 27, 1955 
with Secretary Paul Clopper. At this 
Forum the discussion was mainly the 
medical and dental care of veterans. 
Mr. B. J. Beazley, of the American Den- 


tal Association, read a paper, “Veterans 
Dental Care from the Viewpoint of the 
A.D.A.,” which will be published in 
the January issue of the Journal of the 
A.D.A. The only comment made by 
some of the members of the Forum was 
that the dentists have solved their prob- 
lems in so far as dental treatment to 
the veterans are concerned. 

The problem of greatest importance 
was the discussion of medical care and 
hospitalization of veterans for non- 
service connected cases. Views were 
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given on this discussion from repre- 
sentatives of the American Legion, 
Veteran’s Administration, American 
Hospital Association, and American 
Medical Association. No definite con- 
clusion was reached at this time. 

We now have permanent dental 
legislation for veterans regarding out- 
patient dental care. This was published 


in the ILLINOIs DENTAL JOURNAL, Octo- 
ber 1955, 24:673. 

On the national level, the Council 
on Federal Dental Services held meet- 
ings throughout the year. Many results 
were obtained and were reported both 
in our State JOURNAL and in the Jour- 
nal of the American Dental Association.

A letter was 
sent to every legislator stating our 
cause and enlisting their support in 
killing this vicious piece of proposed 
legislation.

No legislator or politician can ignore 
the importance of the voting power 
suggested in these lines. 

Negotiations were entered into with 
the Opticians Guild regarding unethi- 
cal advertising in the metropolitan 
press which was considered objection- 
able by the optometrists. 

Reciprocity was established among 
the professions permitting all members 
in good standing to attend scientific 
meetings held by the various groups. 

The Salk vaccine project was dis- 
cussed, but because of the controversial

Everett A. Grimmer and 
George W. Hax, are representing den- 
tistry in a commendable manner. Dr. 
Eric R. Lindholm, who has been made 
secretary and treasurer of the Council, 
is doing outstanding work and is a 
credit to our group. 

After much effort a local interpro- 
fessional group has been established in 
the West Suburban area of Chicago. 
It functions within the boundary lines 
of the Aux Plaines branch of the Chi- 
cago Medical Society. Meetings are held 
monthly and it is supported by mem- 





bers from the six healing art profes- 
sions. 


During my few years of service on 
the Interprofessional Council I have 
noted a marked development of this 
organization. It is serving the public 
and professions in many beneficial ways 
such as promoting understanding and 
better cooperation between health pro- 
fessions, combating adverse legislation, 
and building good public relations. I 
recommend that this Committee be giv- 
en every possible support.

PROSTHETIC DENTAL SERVICE COMMITTEE 


The Prosthetic Dental Service Com- 
mittee held seven meetings during 
1955. Two of these were meetings of 
the Committee by itself, and the bal- 
ance were joint meetings with the Den- 
tist-Laboratory Relations Committee of 
the Illinois Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion. 

During the joint meetings, the chair- 
man of the Prosthetic Dental Service 
Committee served as chairman, and 
Mr. Ed Mauter, executive secretary of 
the Laboratory Association served as 
recording secretary. 

At one such meeting representatives 
of the various dental trades, dental 
dealers, and dental manufacturers or- 
ganizations were invited in hope there 
could be established better liaison with 
representatives from all the segments 
of the dental family at large. 

On Saturday, April 16, 1955, the 
chairman of the Prosthetic Dental Serv- 
ice Committee appeared before the 
state meeting of the Illinois Dental 
Laboratory Association in Galesburg 
and delivered an address on “Unity be- 
tween Craft and Profession.” 

During 1955 the Committee again 
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submitted copy which appeared on the 
“Dentist-Laboratory Chats” page of the 
ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL. 

During the past year the Chicago 
Dental Society has “recognized” the 
Chicago component of the Illinois Den- 
tal Laboratory Association as a furth- 
er indication of the need to meet mu- 
tual problems in a friendly and coop- 
erative manner. 

The Joint Committee cooperated 
during the year in a further study of 
“work authorization forms” to accomp- 
any work submitted by dentists to their 
laboratories. Research in this field in- 
cluded a study of results obtained in 
other states, together with a study of 
possible forms that might be used, and 
resulted in the recommendation which 
is a part of this report. 

The Joint Committee also spent 
many hours going over the proposed 
program of the Illinois Dental Labora- 
tory Association which proposes to ele- 
vate the standards of the craft and its 
personnel, so that they may render a 
more efficient service to the profession 
and thus, in turn, benefit the dental 
health of the public. 








Included in the program is a realiza- 
tion of a common and imperative inter- 
est in improving our trade relations in 
order to improve the present and pro- 
tect the future status of both groups; 
neither can view without concern the 
development of a competitive dental 
market. While it is true that a program 
such as is contemplated will not by it- 
self wipe out the illegal practice of den- 
tistry, still it is equally true that illegal 
dentistry will never be removed with- 
out some attempts to combat it. 

The basic framework of the program 
would consist of four parts: 

a. The Dental Society which would 
act as the controlling factor. 

b. The Dental Laboratory Associa- 
tion which would function as the pro- 
fession’s agent in laboratory procedure. 

c. The Policy Committee of dentists 
and laboratory men which would 
maintain an effective and balanced 
working arrangement between the So- 
ciety and the Association. 

d. An “Approved” rating to be giv- 
en to laboratories and technicians who 
can meet rigid qualifications. 

Also included in this program is the 
request from the Illinois Dental Labor- 
atory Association for the formation of 
a Policy Committee to be composed of 
three dentists and three laboratory 
men. The duties of this committee 
would be to make a continuing study 
of the economics involved in the den- 
tist-laboratory relations. Its major func- 
tion would be to expand the program 
in usefulness and value to both pro- 
fession and craft, including every ethi- 
cal technician. It would be active in 
liaison. It would suggest the policy 
and changes in policy best suited to 
maintain and strengthen the dentist- 
laboratory trade relation. 

Your attention is directed to the fol- 
lowing recommendations: 


1. That work authorization forms 
must accompany all work sent by a 


dentist to a dental laboratory. That 
these forms be in duplicate, with one 
copy being retained in the dental of- 
fice, and the original accompanying 
the work, and that a statement of 
authorization be included—with all 
forms being numbered and showing the 
dentist’s license number and signature. 

It is the further recommendation of 
the Committee that the provisions of 
the work authorization form be incor- 
porated into the Illinois Dental Prac- 
tice Act, if and when such Act is reop- 
ened, and that in the interim, both the 
dental profession and the ethical den- 
tal laboratory industry should cooper- 
ate in the carrying out of these provi- 
sions on a voluntary basis. 

2. That the plan submitted by the 
Illinois Dental Laboratory Association 
for the “Approval” of dental labora- 
tories and technicians be approved in 
principle, including the formation of a 
Policy Committee to be composed of 
three dentists and three laboratory 
men. Members of this committee 
should function for a long period of 
time, possibly through reappointment, 
in order that they might study and un- 
derstand the problems, and then carry 
out the necessary steps to put the plan 
into effect. 

At the request of the President of the 
Illinois State Dental Society, the Pros- 
thetic Dental Service Committee could 
suggest a list of names from which ap- 
pointments to this committee could be 
made. 


The Chairman wishes to express his 
appreciation to the members of this 
Committee for their attendance at the 
many meetings which were held. Their 
diligent application and sound counsel 
during the discussions were invaluable. 
Special thanks should also be given 
the state officers who attended all of 
the meetings of the Committee and as- 
sisted greatly in all of the discussions.

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PUBLIC POLICY COMMITTEE 


When this Committee’s most recent 
report was made to this Council at 
the May Meeting, it was of the opinion 
that even though the 69th General 
Assembly of the State of Illinois was in 
session, everything was well under con- 
trol and we anticipated that very little 
energy would be required to keep it 
thus. House Bill 950, the Blue Shield 
Bill, had been introduced and the 
Council approved that action; our 
Committee was to do all in its power 
to see that House Bill 950 would be- 
come law. 

On May 19 the Public Denturist Bill, 
House Bill 1118, was introduced by 
Representative Paul Powell in the IIli- 
nois Legislature. In recent years a 
group of dental laboratory owners in 
this state, mostly in the Chicago area, 
have been operating illegally by offer- 
ing prosthetic dental appliances to the 
public and advertising same in the Red 
Book telephone directory, by street- 
car ads, on fronts of buildings they oc- 
cupy, etc. These illegal operators, hav- 
ing lost in the Superior Court of Cook 
County, had this Bill introduced in an 
effort to make their illegal practice 
legal. Each man on the Council knows 
the complete history of House Bill 
1118; for the record you can refer to 
I.D.J., July 1955, 24:440. 

House Bill 1118 received national 
attention. It was the first time, we be- 
lieve, any group has gone into a legis- 
lature and by introducing a bill threat- 
ened to take away from the dental 
profession any part of the practice we 
know as dentistry. The group that was 
our opponent on House Bill 1118 was 
formidable; from all indications it was 
well financed. 

The case in the Superior Court of 
Cook County upon which the dental 
profession received a favorable opin- 
ion has been appealed to the Illinois 
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Supreme Court. The same men who 
sponsored House Bill 1118 are back 
of this procedure. Dentistry has had its 
case well presented before that higher 
court, and we trust a favorable decision 
will be rendered soon. 

This Committee urges organized den- 
tistry in Illinois to start immediately 
to prosecute vigorously all violations 
of the Dental Practice Act. Many men 
who have had much experience in den- 
tal organization work tell us that the 
illegal laboratory group will still be in 
business two years from now and will 
introduce another Public Denturist Bill 
in 1957. If dentistry can prosecute to 
the point where those men will be com- 
pletely out of business, or practically 
so, since their income will be at a min- 
imum by that prosecution, we will 
have less chance of being called upon 
to fight them in the Legislature. 

House Bill 1118 upset our plan of 
getting the Blue Shield Bill enacted in- 
to law. The very day, June 1, when 
we had met with defeat in the Legis- 
lative Committee hearing on the Pub- 
lic Denturist Bill, a group from the Il- 
linois Medical Society called on us 
and took issue on the working of House 
Bill 950. It has never been the policy 
in the Illinois State Dental Society to 
quarrel with the Illinois Medical So- 
ciety and we were at a point where den- 
tistry needed to expend every minute 
of time and all our energy to defeat 
House Bill 1118. After hearing much 
discussion, the representatives of the 
Illinois State Dental Society decided to 
withdraw all support of House Bill 
950. The men present at that confer- 
ence were the top officers and commit- 
teemen of the Illinois Medical and Den- 
tal societies. 


It was clearly understood by each 
one that medicine and dentistry would 
jointly introduce into the 70th Gen- 

















eral Assembly a bill to change the Blue 
Shield Law and give dentistry what is 
needed. It was spelled out and repeat- 
ed several times that day that dentistry 
wants to be paid directly the fees that 
are allowed for the work now being 
done by dentists under Blue Shield 
coverage, and that dentistry wants a 
“voice” on the Blue Shield Committee 
which determines what operation shall 
be covered and what fees shall be 
charged; also it was understood that 
this “voice” be at least one dentist, 
who would be a non-medical member. 

Almost as soon as the June | meeting 
was over, Mr. Neal, associated with the 
Illinois Medical Society, contacted me 
and wanted an immediate meeting so 
that dentistry and medicine could get 
that bill ready for the 1957 session. 
More recently Dr. Percy Hopkins, head 
of all legislative action of the Medical 
Society, has made an effort to arrange 
such a meeting. Again a few days be- 
fore Christmas, Mr. Oblinger, acting in 
the same capacity as Mr. Neal, urged 
this chairman to make arrangements 
for a meeting to be held in Chicago 
during the February Chicago Midwin- 
ter Meeting. Secretary Clopper will re- 
port any action that might have been 
taken in arranging such a meeting. The 
attitude of each of these men of the II- 
linois Medical Society who have urged 
this meeting, is that dentistry and medi- 
cine must be friends and we must 
have no misunderstanding. They want 
to deliver on the promise they made to 
us last June 1. 


Much discussion has been given the 
need for legislation being introduced in 
the 70th General Assembly to amend 
the Dental Practice Act. It has been in- 
ferred by some that the Act has been 
changed so many times since its origin- 
al adoption, the entire Act should be 
thrown out and a new one written. If 
we come out of the Supreme Court 
with a favorable decision, the present 
Act held constitutional, it might be a 


mistake to write a completely new Act 
immediately; if we have a good law, 
why re-write it? Would we be sure the 
law we write would be held constitu- 
tional? 

Even though we do not decide to 
write a new law, it might be well to 
think of amending the present one. Of 
all the thoughts that have been given 
toward changing the present Act, the 
one that met with almost general ap- 
proval was that which would require 
written work orders to accompany all 
work sent to the laboratory by dentists. 
There have been other suggestions, but 
each of the following has been con- 
troversial: 


1. Re-registration of dentists. 

2. Registration of dental laboratories 
and/or dental laboratory technicians. 

3. Registration of dental laboratories 


and dental laboratory technicians 
through the registered laboratory own- 
er. 

From the above you can see that 
much thought has been given to the 
idea of writing a completely new Den- 
tal Practice Act or amending the pre- 
sent one. If we are going to do either 
of these, we must start organizing the 
bill now. Before we even think of 
introducing the bill ourselves, we must 
remember there is the possibility of 
having to fight another Public Dentur- 
ist Bill. Also remember, anytime a bill 
is introduced to amend the Dental 
Practice Act anybody can tack on an 
amendment to that Bill. The illegal 
operators could add a public denturist 
clause to our respectable bill and thus 
avoid introducing a bill of their own, 
which would have the stigma of being 
introduced by law-breakers. 

The first thing this Council and 
this Committee must know, before we 
take another step, is the decision of 
the Illinois Supreme Court.

Committee members who attended 
were Drs. Hannon, Rock, Hoag, Burke, 
Helpenstell, Corlew, Forestner, Shad- 
dle, and Thoma. Drs. Edward Luebke 
and Gustave Solfronk were also present. 

Dr. John Corlew of Mt. Vernon ex- 
plained that we should approach our 
problems through the Legislature of 
the State of Illinois because of the funds 
involved. Dr. Hugh: Burke of Dixon 
spoke on the need for cooperation be- 
tween dentist and Public Welfare Com- 
mittee throughout the state. Inasmuch 
as funds for the biennial had already 
been voted at this session of the Legis- 
lature, it was decided that our Commit- 
tee should start to function as an en-

tity just prior to convening of the next 
Legislature with each component writ- 
ing to its representative, asking that 
the Legislature aid us in getting a fair 
and equitable fee for Public Welfare 
Dentistry in Illinois. The meeting was 
adjourned at 9:30 a.m. 

The Chairman of the Public Welfare 
Committee has been the recipient of 
many letters from various parts of the 
state asking the Illinois State Dental 
Society to see that there is an increase 
in the fees. The Committee has tried” 
and is trying to affect a rapport with’ 
the Illinois Public Aid Committee; but 
until now they have turned a deaf ear 
to our plea for a fee raise while grant- 
ing one to other professions. We have 
done all that is humanly possible to 
change this but have been unable to 
make them see the need for a raise for 
dentists.

SUPPLEMENTARY REPORT 


Since the original report of the Pub- 
lic Welfare Committee was sent to the 
Executive Council, a supplementary 
report should be made because the 
Chairman of the Committee has been 
in correspondence with Mr. Garrett W. 
Keaster, executive secretary of the II- 
linois Public Aid Commission, in re- 
gard to a new fee schedule. 

It was originally hoped that the Vet- 
erans Administration fee schedule 
would be adopted by the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission. This proved to be an 
impractical dream. We have never re- 
ceived any encouragement from the 
Public Assistance Group that this fee 
schedule would be adopted. On Decem- 
ber 15 the fee schedule, which the 
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Chairman is now submitting to the 
Executive Council, was sent to the Exe- 
cutive Secretary of the Illinois Public 
Aid Commission, hoping he would 
O.K. it so it could be brought back 
for the Executive Council approval. 

However, it seems that Mr. Keaster 
wants approval of the Executive Coun- 
cil first; all of this fee schedule does not 
meet with Mr. Keaster’s approval. 
There is some argument about the fee 
for x-rays, at this writing. The Chair- 
man would like some evidence of dele- 
gation of authority so we may attempt 
to bring this to a conclusion. 

The Chairman awaits instructions.

The sixth Civil Defense County Med- 
ical Society Conference, sponsored by 
the American Medical Association 
Council on National Defense was held 
in the Sherman Hotel at Chicago, No- 
vember 12-13, 1955.

Minutes—or Eternity,” which was very 
effective. There was considerable men- 
tion made of the importance of dental 
and other auxiliary medical participa- 
tion in the disaster planning program.

The third Staff College Course for 
Dentists was held in Battle Creek on 
November 16-18, 1955, in conjunction 
with the nursing profession.

It was held January 10 
in the Federal Building in Chicago. 

The Chairman recommends that the 
Executive Council request the Illinois 
C.D.A. to place Secretary Paul W. 
Clopper’s office on its mailing list in 
order that the Society may receive all 
bulletins and notices which they send to 
various agencies and individuals inter- 
ested in civil defense.

LABOR RELATIONS COMMITTEE 


The Committee met on December 8, 
1955, 2:00 p.m., at the headquarters of 
the American Dental Association, Chi- 
cago. Members present were Drs. Zie- 
linski, Nock, Isenberger, Brandt, and 
Goldhorn, chairman.

Dr. Rudolph Friedrich, Secretary of 
the A.D.A. Council on Dental Health, 
presented the Committee with the his- 
torical background and a review of the 
group dental health programs in opera- 
tion in several states and the prepara- 
tions being made by component socie- 
ties in other areas for formulating pro- 
grams. Dr. Friedrich emphasized the 
need for careful study and preparation 
of such programs to meet the possible 
demands of labor unions and similar 
organizations.

Audit Report—1955 


All officers and Council members of 
the Illinois State Dental Society have 
received and approved a complete, 
itemized Audit Report of the finances 
of the Society for 1955. Below is given 
a condensation of this report. Of note 
is the fact that in 1955 it was necessary 
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for the Society to spend $11,009.96 in 
excess of its cash receipts. 

For a number of years, due to grad- 
ually rising operating costs with no 
compensating increase in fixed income, 
the working budget of the Society has 
come closer and closer to its cash re- 








ceipts. This has made necessary certain 
economies in committee activities, etc. 
Also, our general fund of $44,008.50 is 
not at all large for a society of our size. 
Any unusual financial emergency could 
deplete this fund rapidly. 

A $5.00 raise in dues, effective 1956, 
will partially offset the above situation. 
It will help with necessary salary raises 
for employees, an increase in the cen- 
tral office rent, an increase in JOURNAL 
paper costs, etc. It will also aid in fi- 
nancing new activity in committees like 
Public Policy, Council On Dental 


Health, Prosthetic Dental Service, In- 
fraction of Laws, Civil Defense, and a 
new Committee on Dental Health Care 
Plans. 

Looking into the future, we must at- 
tempt to prepare for the next legisla- 
tive year; there is a chance that it may 
be necessary to make changes in the 
Dental Practice Act. Also, the Infrac- 
tion of Laws Committee will take on 
new importance and duties when it 
contemplates possible aid to compon- 
ent societies in the fight against illegal 
practice in Illinois.

FLUORIDE DENTIFRICE BENEFITS 
DENIED FOLLOWING INQUIRIES 


On January 30 the American Dental 
Association said that there is no ade- 
quate evidence that any fluoride denti- 
frice is effective in preventing tooth 
decay. This followed a large number of 
inquiries regarding a dentifrice, “Crest 
with Fluoristan,” currently being of- 
fered to the public. 

A formal statement issued by Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand, secretary of the 
Association said that the evidence of 
the effectiveness of fluoride dentifrices 
was “quite limited” in contrast to the 
overwhelming evidence of the bene- 
fits of fluoridation of drinking water. 

“It would be a disservice to the den- 
tal health of the public if the promo- 
tion of flouride dentifrices should lead 
to the misconception that their use is 
an adequate substitute for the con- 
trolled fluoridation of municipal water 
supplies,” Dr. Hillenbrand said. 

He stated that the Association be- 
lieves all fluoride dentifrices are being 
“marketed prematurely,” and it is not 
aware “of evidence adequate to demon- 
strate the claimed dental caries pro- 
phylactic value of Crest.” 


GLITTERING PROGRAM PLANNED 
FOR CENTENNIAL MEETING 


In connection with its 100th Anni- 
versary this year, the Michigan State 
Dental Association has planned an ex- 
tensive scientific program for its Cen- 
tennial Convention to be held April 
15 to 19 at the Hotel Statler, Detroit. 
This will include forty-five table clin- 
ics and more than seventy-five scientific 


presentations on almost every phase 
of dentistry. 

In keeping with the Association’s 
centennial them—The achievements of 
yesterday but increase the challenge of 
tomorrow—several outstanding guest 
speakers will review dentistry’s history 
and speculate as to its future. Dr. John 
W. Knutson of Washington, chief den- 
tal office, U. S. Public Health Service, 
will present an address on “Sign Posts 
of Advantages in Dental Health”; Dr. 
Harold Hillenbrand of Chicago, secre- 
tary of the American Dental Associa- 
tion, will give a “Salute to the Centen- 
nial”; and an address will also be pre- 
sented by the president of the Amer- 
ican Dental Association, Dr. Bernerd 
C. Kingsbury of San Francisco.

OASI BILL ACTION PENDING 
SENATE ACTION 


Pending from the previous session of 
Congress are a number of amendments 
to the Social Security Act, including 
extension of the Old Age and Surviv- 
ors Insurance program to most self- 
employed groups, including dentists. 
The bill was approved by the House 
in the closing days of the session and 
is now before the Senate. The A.D.A. 
is on record favoring OASI coverage 
for dentists on a voluntary basis. 

Another pending measure is the Jen- 
kins-Keogh bill which would permit 
dentists and other professional persons 
to establish their own retirement in- 
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come plans by placing a limited portion 
of their income annually into tax-de- 
ferred restricted retirement funds. The 
bill, combined with other tax amend- 
ments, is in the House Ways and Means 
Committee. The measure has been ap- 
proved in princple by the A.D.A. 

The Association also has urged ap- 
proval of a measure in the House for 
construction and expansion of dental 
schools. The bill sets up a program of 
federal matching grants of $50 million 
over a five-year period. 


DELEGATES VOTES CHANGED 
BY ADA REAPPORTIONMENT 


Southern California and Virginia 
societies each has gained a delegate 
while New York and Iowa societies 
each has lost a delegate under a re- 
apportionment of the A.D.A. House of 
Delegates effective for the 1956 annual 
session. The reapportionment was 
made in accordance with a directive of 
the House at San Francisco last Octo- 
ber when its membership was frozen at 
a maximum of 416 delegates for each 
of the next five years. 

Southern California will have 19 in- 
stead of 18 delegates as a result of a 
5.2 per cent increase in membership, 
from 3,448 at the end of 1954 to 3,628 
at the end of 1955. Virginia’s delegates 
are increased from five to six as its 
membership increased from 868 to 927, 
or by 7 per cent. New York, where 
membership increased from 10,978 to 
11,138, or 1.5 per cent, will have 55 
delegates instead of 56, while Iowa, 
with a membership gain of from 1,300 
to 1,330, or 2.3 per cent will drop from 
eight to seven delegates. 

The reapportionment was worked 
out by a formula under which each 
constituent society is guaranteed one 
delegate, as required by the Constitu- 
tion and Bylaws, and is granted addi- 
tional delegates in the proportion that 
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its fully privileged membership has to 
the total membership of all constituent 
societies. 


DR. HAROLD OPPICE APPOINTED 
U.S.P.H. RESERVE OFFICER 


The U. S. Public Health Service re- 
cently announced the appointment 124 
physicians, nurses, sanitary engineers, 
dentists, and pharmacists as commis- 
sioned officers in its inactive reserve 
component. 

These officers are among the most 
recent of the nation’s professional 
health specialists to be appointed under 
the Service’s program to expand its

commissioned reserve by organizing 
and training health and medical per- 
sonnel throughout the U. S. and its 
territories for emergency duty in times 
of national crisis. 

Dr. Harold W. Oppice of Chicago 
was the only Illinois dentist to re- 
ceive one of these recent appointments 
—with the rank of Dental Director 
(equivalent to Navy rank of Captain). 

Dr. Oppice, who is engaged in the 
private practice of dentistry, received 
his D.D.S. degree from the Chicago 
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College of Dental Surgery (Loyola Un- 
iversity). He is a past president of the 
American Dental Association; former 
editor of the ILLINOIS DENTAL JOURNAL; 
past president of the Chicago Dental 
Society; and a member of the Federa- 
tion Dentaire Internationale, Ameri- 
can College of Dentists, and Omicron 
Kappa Upsilon.

TELL WAYS TO PROTECT YOURSELF 
IN MODERN "H-BOMB" ATTACK 


Below is a check list of eleven ways 
to protect yourself in the event of an 
H-Bomb attack: 


1]. SHELTER. If fall-out occurs, seek 
shelter. House, basement, or other 
structure will provide some protection. 
Best is underground space with three 
feet of earth overhead. 

2. SuppLies. Stock shelter with food 
and water for seven days, utensils for 
sanitation, change of clothing, pick 
axe, flashlight, and battery radio to re- 
ceive Civil Defense information. 

3. CLorues. If clothing contamina- 
tion is suspected, change all garments 
before going into house or shelter. 

4. ScruB-Up. Bathe body to remove 
any radioactive debris. 

5. VENTILATION. If shelter is in house 
or basement, keep windows, doors, and 
fireplace dampers closed; shut off ven- 
tilators and air-conditioners bringing in 
outside air. Don’t let outside air enter 
unless filtered. 

6. Your SHOES. Don’t track contami- 
nated materials into house or shelter. 

7. LAUNDERING. Wash contaminated 
objects in special buckets or tubs. 

8. Foop. Watch out for contaminated 
food after ground or water bursts. 

9. DRINKING WatTEeER. Be sure water 
used after bombing is safe before drink- 
ing by people or animals. All surface 
water will be contaminated. Water 
from protected water lines, cellar tanks, 
and driven wells'— if pumped out to 
remove top-level contamination — 
should be safe. Boiling won’t remove 
any appreciable radiation, but will 
combat common intestinal diseases. 
Bottled water is safest. 

10. Stay Put. Remain in shelter un- 
til told by local monitoring teams or 
local Civil Defense that it’s safe to come 
out. 

11. Avow Panic. Join your Civil De- 
fense and learn ahead of time how to 
survive under H-bomb attack. 


Importance of Fall-Out 


You can’t feel it, hear it, taste it, and 
often can’t even see it, but radioactive 
fall-out can be fatal. Warning against 
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this danger, Gen. Robert M. Wood- 
ward, Illinois Director of Civil Defense 
has said: 

“Fall-out is the dust and debris 
sucked up into the cloud of a thermo- 
nuclear bomb and scattered hundreds 
of miles over the countryside. 

“It is radioactive and highly danger- 
ous. It can be fatal to people and ani- 
mals if precautions are not taken. You 
can’t taste it. You can’t smell it. Usu- 
ally you can’t feel it. It may or may not 
be visible. Yet it is one of the great 
dangers of atomic warfare. If you learn 
of such an attack, get into shelter 
immediately. 

“Although likely A or H-bomb tar- 
gets are Chicago, Peoria, East St. Louis, 
Rock Island, Decatur, Rockford and 
Springfield, no area in Illinois can con- 
sider itself beyond the reach of fall- 
out... 

“Dangerous as fall-out is, there are 
effective means of personal protection 
against it if people heed Civil Defense 
warnings and take adequate protective 
measures. . . ”
